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“BIGOTRY IN POLITICS 


Men Who Tried to Use Taft's 
Faith Against Him Insulted 
Americans, He Says. 


MANHOOD THE ONLY TEST 


Expects That Catholics and Jews Wiil 
» Be Presidents —A Candidate's 
Falth His Private Affair. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. &—Denunclation 
of religious intolerance in American poll- 
tics is uttered by President Roosevelt in 
@® letter made public to-night. In it he 
@nswers numerous correspondents who 
@sked during the campaign about Judge 
Taft’s religious beliefs. The letter fol- 
lows: 

Nov. 6, 1908. 

My Dear Sir: I have received your let- 
ter, running fn part as follows: 


While it is claimeé almost universally that 
religion should not enter into politics, yet 
there is no denying that It does, and the 
mass of the voters that are not Catholics 
will not support a man for any office, es- 
pecially for President of the United States, 
who ts a Roman Catholic. 

Since Taft has been nominated for Prest- 
dent by the Republican Party it is being 
circulated and is constantly urged as a 
reason for not voting for Taft that he is 
an infidel, (Unitarian,) and wife and 
brother Roman Catholics. * * * If his 
feelings are in sympathy with the Roman 
Catholic Church on account of his wife and 
brother being Catholics that would be ob- 
jectionable to a sufficient number of voters 
to defeat him. On the other hand, if he is 
an infidel that would be sure to mean de- 
feat. * * * JT am writing this letter for 
the sole purpose of giving Mr. Taft an op- 
portunity to let the world know what his 
religious belief ts. 


Many Asked About Taft’s Belief. 
I received many such letters as yours 
during the campaign, expressing dissat- 
fsfaction with Mr. Taft on religious 
grounds; some of them on the ground 
that he was a Unitarian, and others on 
the ground that he was suspected to be 
MP sympathy with Catholics. 
‘I did not answer any of these letters 
during the campaign, because I regarded 
as an outrage even to agitate such a 
question as a man’s religious convictions, 
With the purpose of influencing a political 
élection. But now that the campaign ts 
over, when there is opportunity for men 
calmly to consider whither such propoel- 
tions as those you make in your letter 
would lead, I wish to invite them to con- 
fider them, and I have selected your let- 
ter to answer because you advance both 
the objections commonly urged against 
Mr. Taft—namely, that he is a Unitarian 
and also that he is suspected of sympathy 
with the Catholics. 
You ask that’Mr. Taft shall “let the 
world know what his religicus belief fs." 
Bini dS purely his own private concern; 
it is a matter between him and his 
idaker, a matter for his own conscience; 
and to require it to be made public under 
penalty of political. discrimination is to 
negative the first principles of our Gov- 
ernment, which guarantee complete re- 
ligious liberty.and the right to each man 
to act in religious affairs as his own 
conscience dictates. Mr. Taft never asked 
my advice in the matter, but if he had 
asked it, I should have emphatically ad- 
vised him against thus stating publicly 
his religious belief. 


People Not Entitled to Know. 


The demand for a statement of a candi- 
date’s religious belief can have no mean- 
ing except that there may be discrimina- 
tion for or against him because of that 
belief. Discrimination against the holder 
of one faith means retaliatory discrimina- 
tion against men of other faiths. The in- 
eévitahle result of entering upon such a 
practice would be an abandonment of our 
real freedom of conscience and a rever- 
sion to the dreadful conditions of reli- 
gious dissension which in so many lands 
have proved fatal to true liberty, to truc 
religion, and to all advance in civilization. 

To discriminate against a thoroughly up- 
tight citizen because he belongs to some 
particular Church, or because, like Abra- 
ham Lincoln, he has not avowed his alle- 
giance to any Church, is an outrage 
against that Jiberty of conscience which is 
one of the foundations of American life. 
You are entitled to know wether a man 
seeking your suffrage is a man of clean 
and upright life, honorable in all his deal- 
{ngs with his fellows, and fit by qualifica- 
tion ard purpose to do well in the great 
office for which he is a candidate; but 
you are not entitled to know matters 
which lie purely between himself and his 

aker. 

If it is proper or legitimate to oppose a 
man for being a Unitarian, as was John 
Quincy Adams, for instance, as is the Rev. 
Edward Everett Hale, at the present mo- 
ment Chaplain of the Senate, and an 
American of whose life all good Ameri- 
dans are proud—then it would be equally 


proper to support or oppose a man because | 
éf his view on justification by faith, or | 


the method of administering the sacra- 
ment or the gospel of salvation by works. 
If you once enter on such a career, there 
fs absolutely no limit at which you can 
legitimately stop 


Catholics and Public Office. 


‘So much for your objections to Mr. Taft 
because he is a Unitarian. Now for 
your objections to him because you think 
his wife and brother to be Roman Cath- 
@lics. As it happened, they are not; but 
if they were, or if he ware a Roman Cath- 
Olic himself, it ought not to affect in the 
slightest degree any man's supporting 
him for the position of President. You 
Say that ‘‘the mass of the voters that 
are not Catholics will not support a man 
for any office, especially for President of 
the United States, who is a Roman Cath- 
Olic.”” 

I believe that when you say this you 
foully slander your fellow-countrymen. I 


do not for one moment believe that the 
mass of our fellow-citizens, or that any 
eonsiderable number of our fellow-citi- 
gens, can be influenced by such narrow 
Bigotry as to refuse to vote for any thor- 
hly upright and fit man because he 
happens to have a particular religious 
eed. Such a consideration should never 
be treated as a reason for either support- 
office opposing a candidate for a political 
ce.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 8.—The Rev. 
Charles Aubrey Eaton, for seven years 


pastor of the Euclid Avenue Baptist 
Church, has resigned to accept a call to 
the Madison Avenue Baptist Church, New 
York City, where there has been a va- 
cancy for some time. In addition to leav- 
ing Cleveland himself, it is understood 
that it is Dr. Eaton’s intention to take 
with him the Rev. Robert H. Westwood 
and the Rev. Frederick W. Hager, his as- 
sistants, together with his secretary, all 
three of whom are to have similar posi- 
tions under him in New York. 

Dr. Eaton’s reason for leaving, accord- 
ing to word from the East, is the greater 
field of opportunity offered IN New York 
as compared to Cleveland. In this city

In his new charge it is understood that 
he will receive $12,000. 

For the last two or three months he has 
been seriously {ll with typhoid fever.

To-day, when he sent in his resignation, 
he was at White Plains, N. Y. With him 
is Mrs. Eaton, who has nursed him 
through his recent {llness. The call from 
the Madison Avenue Church came about 
three months ago; and has been carefully 
considered by Mr. Eaton, who is popular 
in Cleveland. 

With the departure of Dr. Eaton John 
D. Rockefeller loses the pastor at whose 
church he has attended for many years 
in Cleveland. He was in part responsible 
for Dr. Eaton's coming to Cleveland from 
In New York 
it is expected that Mr. Rockefeller will 
continue to attend the Fifth Avenue Bap- 
tist Church, which is presided over by the 
Rev. Charles F. Aked, who recently came 
from London. 

Dr. Eaton is 40 years old and a Canadi- 
an, having been reared in Nova Scotia. 
After attending several colleges and semi- 
martes in that province, he attended the 
University of Toronto and recelved the 
degree of M. A. His first pastorate was 
at Natick, Mass., in 1893-1895. He then 
went to the Bloor Street Baptist Church, 
Toronto, in 1895, and remained there until 
1901, when he came to Cleeviand. 


FIGHT IN: A DRAWING ROOM. 


Horseshoer with a Bill for $17 Punchéd 
» by Joseph Reichardt’s Coachman.

NEW ROCHELLE, Nov. 8.—A bill for 
$17 for horseshoeing resulted in a fistic 
battle in the country house of Joseph 
Reichardt on Premium Point, to’ whom 
the bill was presented, William Downing, 
the horseshoer, also got Warrants for Mr. 
Reichardt, who is wealthy, and his coach- 
man, John Duffy. The lattér was ar- 
rested last night, while Corporation Coun- 
sel Tierney promised to have Mr. Reich- 
ardt in court to-morrow. 

Mr. Reichardt is President of the Asiatic 
Trading Company, at 42 Broadway, Man- 
hattan, and is occupying Wildcliffe, the 
former country mansion of Newberry D. 
Lawton, the yachtsman, at New Rochelle. 
Mr. Reichardt owns a number of horses 
and had been having them shod at Down- 
ing’s shop. He had a bill of $17 against 
Mr. Reichardt, so he sent his assistant, 
Edward Morgan, to collect it. Mr. Mor- 
gan says when he got out of the Reich- 
ardt house he had -té have a doctor fix 
up his bruised body. Morgan says that 
Mr. Reichardt invited him into his draw- 
ing room, and when he presented the bill 
for the work Mr. Reichardt said he would 
eall his coachman, John Duffy. 

The horseshoer and the coachman got 
into an argument about the amount of 
the bill, which resulted, Morgan says, in 
the coachman handing him a few blows 
on the jaw which sent him sprawling on 
the floor. He also alleges that Mr. 
Reichardt kicked him in the ribs. Dur- 
ing the fight several valuable pieces of 
furniture were broken and a $100 vase 
was smashed. Morgan says he does not 
know how he got out of the house, but 
anyway he had to have Dr. Eddy attend

DISMISS SIX PHYSICIANS. 


Late Rising by Philadelphia Hospita’' 
Staff Leads to Trouble.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 8.—Trouble 
which had lasted nearly a year at St. 
Agnes’s Hospital culminated to-diny in 
the dismissal of the entire resident med- 
ical staff of six young physiciann for 
‘* Inefficiency and insubordination.” All 
are graduates of the Jefferson Merlical 
“ollege. ‘Their expulsion virtually bars 
them from practice in Philadelphia hos- 
pitals. 

It has been a standing rule of the hos- 
pital that all the resident doctors be at 
breakfast promptly at 8 o’clock. It was 
seldom that the young men left their 
rooms until 8:30, according to the Direc- 
tors, although they received frequent 
warnings. This morning the attendants 
cleared the dining rooms shortly afier 8 
o'clock, and when the staff could not get 
breakfast they left in a body, saying that 
they were going to restaurants. They 
did not return, according to the charzos

In the meantime the police had brought 
to the hospital a man in a serious «on- 
dition from a gunshot wound. In the 
absence of doctors the nurses did their 
best to relleve the man, but it was a 
long time before he received proper at- 
tention ,

Many Have Not Returned to Connells- 
ville—Activity in Other Lines.

ON KAISER ARTICLE 


Berlin Press Almost Universally 
Maintains Officially Inspired Si- 
lence on Suppressed Interview. 


THREE PAPERS SPEAK OUT 


The London Times’s Account of How 
the Interview Was Ob- 
tained. 


Specia] Cable to Tom NEw York Trups. 

BERLIN, Nov. &—Obviously in re- 
sponse to pressure from official quar- 
ters, the Berlin press is almost univer- 
sally silent in reference to the sup- 
pressed account of the interview with 
the Kaiser by William Bayard Hale, 
which the Century Magazine was to 
have published in {ts December issue 
Only the three journals which boast 
utter independence of “inspired” in- 
fluence mention the incident. 

The Tageblatt publishes a cablegram 
from its New York correspondent di- 
rectly contradicting the assurance given 
by the Foreign Office last night that 
no pressure was brought to bear by the 
| German Government. The correspond- 
ent asserts that the Government act- 
ually “‘ resorted to extremes in order to 
avoid” warlike developments. The So- 
clalist Vorwaerts asks sarcastically who 


its destroyed plates, and whether the 
Government perhaps has a secret fund 
for use upon such occasions? 

The democratic Morgenpost declares 
“it is a genuine’ piece of good fortune 
that the interview was killed.” The in- 
cident is certain to figure in Tuesday’s 
debate {nm the Reichstag, and be ad- 
duced by various speakers as fresh evi- 
dence of the necessity of constitutional 


safeguards against “imperial indiscre- 
tions.”’ 


The following dispatch was sent to The 
London Times yesterday by its New York 
correspondent: 

“The information contained in my 
telegram of Friday relative to Dr. 
Hale’s interview with the Kaiser ap- 
pears to have been correct. The Cent- 
ury sent me the following on Satur- 
day morning: [Here follows the no- 
tice of withdrawal printed {fb aaa 
TIMES yesterday.) 

“In response to a request Ay baat- 
tional information as to why ine’ por- 
tion of the edition containing the arti- 
cle (probably 150,000 copies) in the 
hands of the binders has been de- 
stroyed both the publishing and edi- 
torial departments replied that so far 
as The Century was concerned there 
was nothing more to be said. They 
washed their hands of the whole busi- 
ness, When Dr. Hale asked to be al- 
lowed to withdraw the article they as- 
sented. All the morning newspa- 
pers here print accounts of the sup- 
pression of the article for the first 
time, THE NEw York TIMEs reprint- 
ing some of my dispatches on the sub- 
ject. 

“From other sources I learn that 
THE NEW YorK Times last Summer 
thought it would be of interest to their 
readers to obtain a similar talk with 
the Kaiser as that which Dr. Hale 
had with Mr. Roosevelt. and which, 
when issued in that newspaper, at- 
tracted considerable atiention. The 
German Ambassador at Washington, 
now deceased, was consulted and ap- 
proved the idea and gave Dr. Hale 
proper credentials to the Foreign Of- 
fice at Berlin. Arriving at Berlin, Dr. 
Hale was told that the Kaiser was 
away on hisyacht in Norwegian waters. 
and that he could not see his Majesty: 
With, commendable enterprise Dr. 
Hale overcame this difficulty by going 
to Norway, and was received by the 
Kaiser on board the imperial yacht 
Hohenzollern at Bergen. According 
to a Berlin dispatch published at the 
time, ‘His Majesty spent nearly two 
hours walking the deck alone with 
Dr. Hale, conversing in the most ani- 
mated manner upon things American, 
particularly the personality of Mr. 
Roosevelt,’ as well as on other inter- 
esting subjects as set forth In The 
Century announcement of the article 
cabled on Friday, which indicates that 
the Kaiser spoke to Dr. Hale with 
considerahle freedom on a wide range 
of topies. 

“T am given to understand that the 
Emperor spoke in not very flattering 
terms of high English personages, and 
the supposed attitude of Great Britain 
toward Germany was criticised in a 
far from friendly manner—in short, 
that the interview showed anything 
but an amicable spirit toward Eng- 
land. 

‘The article, I am told, was submit- 
ted by Dr. Hale to the German For- 
eign Office, but was objected to not 
altogether because of its subject mat- 
ter, but because it was proposed to 
publish it in a daily newspaper. 

“In consequence of this objection, 
THe New YoRK TIMES appears to 
have abandoned its publication. Later, 
however, it appears that the Foreign 
Office at Berlin viséed the article, pos- 
sibly after some elimination, with the 
understanding that it must be pub- 
lished in a magazine of high repute. 

“That The Century fills this re- 
quirement it is needless to say, and 
that magazine purchased the article 
of Dr. Hale, spent a large sum on ad- 
vertising it and printed it for publica- 
tion in its Christmas number. LBither 
the contents of the article or the 
changed policy of the German Govy- 
ernment, or the commotion caused by 
the recently published interview now 
make it desirable to suppress the arti- 


cle, which has apparently been done 
at. eat cost.

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INVINCIBLE MAKES 28 KNOTS, 


New British Battleship’s Record 
Full Power Trial. 


LONDON, Nov. 8.—The British battle- | 
ship Invincible, at her full power trial | 
on Saturday, steamed 28 knots an hour 
over a period of eight hours, 

At a recent trial under seven-tenths of 


her power, the Invincible attained a speed 
of 25 knots, and it was expected that at 


knots. 


The speed attained by the Invincible 
yesterday shows thet she is about 10! 
knots faster than any battleship of the 
United States now in commission, and also 
faster than any vessel of her class in 
the British or any other navy now afloat. 
The Invincible belongs to the cruiser-bat- 
tleship class, one of her sister ships be- 
ing the Indomitable, the vessel that 
brought the Prince of Wales to Quebec to 
participate in the recent celebration of the 
landing of Champlain in that city. 

The only vessels in the American Navy 
with speed that approximates that at- 
tained by the Invincible are the scout 
cruisers Chester and Salem, both of 
which have made over twenty-six knots 
an hour when going at top speed. The 
great Brazilian battleships of all the 
big gun type, Known as the Minas 
Geraes group, which are building tn Eng- 
land, are designed for only twenty-one 
knots speed. 

In the United States the first of the 
all big gun ships authorized for the 
American Navy, the North Dakota, will!) 
be launched at Fore River, Mass., to- 
morrow. The North Daxota, Ike 
Brazilian all big gun ships, is designed 
for twenty-~ -one knots speed.

South Dakota’s dues. ko Calls for 
Bona Fide Residence.

SIOUX FALLS, S. D., Nov. 8.—In the 
referendum of last Tuesday the people 
of South Dakota voted overwhelm- 
ingly to end the famous divorce mill. 
After the State Canvassing Board meets 


and announces officially that the law has 
been approved, it will no longer be pos- 
sible for discontented wives and hus- 
bands to live in South Dakota six months 
and obtain divorce in secret. 

In the twelve largest counties tn the 
State the vote on the approval of the 
new statute was: Yes, 15,805; no, 


plains the large negative vote. 

The new law provides that the plaintiff 
in an action for divorce must have been 
an actual resident of this State in good 
faith for one year and of the county in 
which action is begun for three months 
preceding the suit. 

Parties married in the State and residing 
in it have the right to sue for divorce at 
any time. All hearings of divorce cases 
must be held at the regular term of court. 

The last section of the law provides; 
that if the cause of action arises in the 


time after the plaintiff has lived in the 
State for six months. 
law, In the view of 


divorce lawyers, opens the way to a con- 
tinuation of at least a part of the di- 
voree traffic. All that parties will have 
to do under the new law to commence 
the action in six months, as at present, is 
for both to come to the State instead of 
one and separate, one remaining and the 
other returning. —

IN THE HOTEL SAYO 


Walworth H. Tappan of Louis- 
ville Practiced Shooting Be- 
fore Killing Himself. 


BET ON THE’ ELECTION 


His Lack of Money Indicated That He 
May Have Backed Bryan—Nerv- 
ous Trouble, Wife Says. 


Walworth H. Tappan of Louisville, Ky., 
a& middle-aged traveling salesman for & 
Chicago iron concern, who had been stop- 
ping for a week or so at the Hotel Bel- 
mont, Park Avenue and Forty-second 
Street, walked into the washroom of the 
Hotei Savoy last night at 5:45 o'clock, 
pulled from his pocket a double-barreled 
derringer revolver, and shot himself in 
the temple. He died: instantly. 

No one else was in the washroom at the 
time, but there were a dozen or more men 
in the billiard rooms near by. R. M. 
Johnson, a broker, of 34 Pine Street, ran 
into the place first and found the body 
lying across the doorway. Dr. William 
Baldwin Wayt of Astoria, L. I, was 
among those in the billiard rooms. He 
said that death had been instantaneous. 

The shooting caused a great deal of ex- 
citement in the hotel lobby. An ambu- 
lance came from Flower Hospital, but 
the hotel] management told the surgeon 
that his services were not needed. Cor- 
oner Harburger had the body removed to 
the East Fifty-first Street Station. He 
found in the clothes of the dead man a 
receipted bill for $65 issued by the Hotel 
Belmont. The management of that hotel 
said that Mr. Tappan had been a guest 
there at different times since it opened, 
and that he and his wife had been there 
for a week cr so prior to last Saturday, 
when he moved, saying he had rented an 
apartment at 106 West Elghty-third 


Street. 

In the clothes of the dead man was 
found only a few cents over a dollar in 
money. An acquaintance of Tappan’s at 
the Hotel Belmont said that he had un- 
derstood that the Kentucky man had bet 
heavily on the election, but he had 
thought that his bets had been on Taft. 
The amount of money found.on the body 
and in the cheaper rooms to which Tap- 
pan had moved did not seem to support 
this theory. 

Mrs. Tappan said that up_to three years 
ago her husband had been interested in 
the iron business in Louisville, Ky., but 
that he had then gone into the employ 
of Crane & Co. of Chicago as a salesman.

LOST ON BROADWAY 


Hospitals, Morgue, and Accident 
Records Searched in Vain 
for Frank F. Baynon. 


LEFT OWN MONEY BEHIND 


Not the Kind of Man to be “Lured” 
Anywhere—Wife and Employ- 
ers Equally Puzzled. 


The most careful search for Frank F. 
Baynon, cashier of the McIlvaine Adjust- 
ment Company of 299 Broadway, who dis- 
appeared on Saturday morning after leav- 
ing the Citizens’ Central National Bank 
across the way from his place of busi- 
ness with $500 for the firm’s payroll, had 
yielded no trace of the missing mari last 
night. The Morgue has been visited, the 
hospitals searched by his fellow-employes, 
and all the police have ween looking for 
him in the streets, but without result, 

David Davis, Vice President of the com- 
pany, visited Mrs. Baynon at her home, 
518 West 1434 Street, yesterday, and 
found her in a state of collapse. 

“There is absolutely nothing to ac- 
count for Baynon’s disappearance,” said 
Mr. Davis last night. , ‘ It is inexplicable 
to us.” 

Mr. Davis was to have left town early 
this week, leaving with Baynon, as was 
his custom, a power of attorney to deal 
with all the firm’s money during his ab- 
sence. Baynon knew this. A search of 
his desk has also disclosed that he left 
money of his own in his drawer, a8 wel: 
as $40 in the pocket of the coat in which 
he had left home. His firm has since 
forwarded his salary check to his wife. 

Ten o'clock on Saturday morning is one 
of the busiest times of the business week 
in lower Broadway, for it {s a short day 
and everybody is rushing to finish busi- 
ness. Across Reade, Duane, Thomas, and 
Pear! Streets, corners north and south of 
299 Broadway, surges heavy vehicular 
traffic, while between banks and offices 
flock messengers, clerks, and others of 
the thousands who throng the down- 
town streets. It was thought at first 
that Baynon might have been run over, 
but the police records have been searched, 
every hospital has been explored, and the 
Morgue’s dead of Saturday and Sundaz 
looked over, in vain. 

If the cashier was the victim of thie¢es, 
he must have been lured to some place 
and held there, but no one who knows 
him believes that he was the kind of 


man to be “lured” anywhere. He has 
been married eighteen years, and was 
devoted to his wife and her mother. He 
was never known to drink liquor, or even 
to smoke. He was a hard worker, put- 
ting in an average of twelve hours a 
day, pleased with his work, well paid for 
it, comfortable at home, and proud of 
the confidence placed in him by his em- 
ployers. 

This description of him has been fur- 
nished to the police: Five feet three or 
four inches in helght, 135 pounds’ weight, 
slightly stoop-shouldered, clean shaven, 
blonde, blue eyes and rair complexion. He 
was under a bond of $5,000. 


Mrs. Fleischmann Missing. 
Mrs. Julia Fleischmann, wife of @ re-

DEATH AND SUICIDE AT SEA. 


Sailor Washed Overboard from Indra- 
pura—One Jumps from Touraine. 


The big sugar-laden steamship Indra- 
pura arrived last night from Java with 
her deck fixtures wrecked and one of 
her crew gone. The damage was done 
by the tremendous seas kicked up by a 
gale encountered as the vessel was in 
midocean. Rough weather marked almost 
the entire passage from Gibraltar. 

On Oct. 24, when five days from Gib- 
raltar, she ran into a succession of gales 
and high seas that continued all the 
way to the Delaware Breakwater. On 
Oct. 26 a Lascar seaman was washed 
overboard, and no attempt could be made 
at rescue. 

On Nov. 8 was encountered an éven 
more furious gale, and the Indrapura re- 
ceived a terrific pounding, in which her 
deck fixtures were smashed. 

The French liner Touraine, which got 
in from Havre yesterday, was also bat- 
tered by rough weather. On Nov. 4 T, J: 
Leguerre, a fireman, while suffering from 
“ stoker madness,’” jumped overboard and 
was lost. A boat was lowered, but after 
an hour’s delay the Touraine continued 
on her way.

According to the annual report of the 


President and Trustees of Columbia, just | 


issued, the building activities of the unli- 
versity have come to an.abrupt halt 
through lack of funds. Kent Hall, in 


which law and political science are to be | 


the courses, lacks at least $150,000 for 
its completion. A _ three-hundred-thou- 
sand-dollar building for the philosophical 
department is badly needed, and $1,000,000 
is required to complete University Hall. 
Gifts of money in the last year amount- 
ed to about $329,000. The largest gift 
was $100,000, from the children of the 
Jate Rev. Orlando Harriman. The library 


has been endowed by a fifty-thousand- 
dollar Nathaniel Currier Fund. The value 
of the gifts to all the university's several 
departments and corporations totaled $1,- 
077,000—less than the university’s receipts 
in any year in the last seven. The year 
ended June 30, 1908, closed, however, with- 
out any addition to the university’s débt 
or further impairment of its capital. 

“The drain on capital which has gone 
on since the purchase of the site on Morn- 
ingside Heights has now been stopped,” 
the report says. 

The total property owned by the uni- 
versity is $33,781,621.51. The outstanding 
debt is $3,489,156.45. The budget for 1908- 
1909 is $2,103,116.79. The income for 1007- 
1908 was $1,960,258.40, 

According to the report, the recently 
organized University Council means soon 
to take up the problems of allowing stu- 
dents from other universities to enter 
Columbia with advanced standing and of 
advantageously curtailing the elective cur. 
riculum., 

The Trustees have amended the univer- 
sity’s statutes so as to give each professor 
and adjunct professor a year’s leave of 
absence every seven years on balf pay. 
The report recommends that assistant in- 
structors shall receive $800 a year instead 
of $500, and suggests -that the present 
minimum instructor’s salary of .$1,600 is 
too large and the maximum salary of 
$2,000 too small. 

oe a to the report, the recently 
organized Board of Student Representa- 
tives, consisting of nine members of the 
student body elected by the students 
themselves, has proved a great success. 
Students working their way through Co- 
lumbia by different means of employment 
in this city earned $100,000 in this last 
year, the report says. 

The report congratulates the Law 
School for having at last decided to rec- 
ognize records of work in other law 
schools so as to admit students from 
other law schools to advanced standing, 
The founding of a suitable university 
hospital for clinical teaching is recom-

MR. RIDDER EXPLAINS GIFT. 


The $37,000 for Campaign Fund, He 
Says, Wasn’t All Paid for Papers. 


Herman Ridder, Treasurer of the Dem-

“Chairman Mack sent me the names 
of a large number of German-Americans 
to whom he wanted the weekly edition 
of the Staats-Zeitung sent,’’ Mr, Ridder 
said. “It was pro-Democratic, and good 
campaign literature. I got 900,000 names, 
and to those D gg the. paper was sent. 
I had received an order for a larger num- 
ber of papers, but we got only 900,000 
names, 

“It was in September when we got 
the order for these papers. I was not 
Treasurer of the committee at that time, 
I took the position in October. The regu- 
lar publisher’s price of 4 cents each was 
charged for these papers, and that money 
was paid to the Staats-Zeitung Company. 
The company couldn’t have given the 
papers, because it is a corporation, and 
that would have been against the law. 

“It was said-this morning that the 
wholesale price of the papers was 2% 
cents. The papers we sent out were 
wrapped, addressed, and stamped, one 
by one in most cases. If we had charged 
less than the regular price of 4 cents 
the corporation would have been mak- 
ing an indirect contribution to the cam- 

aign fund, which is against the law. 

hese papers were paid for in cash. 

“As an abeotutel different matter I 
and my sons contributed to the Demo- 
critic campaign fund. Different amounts 
were given in for different subsidiary 
funds at different times.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 8-—Republican 
leaders are busily engaged in speculation 
‘over the Cabinet in the Taft Administra- 
ltion. Mr. Taft, now resting at Hot 
| Springs, has not yet given any indication 
lin the matter. Until he speaks only 
| guessing is possible, but some good guess- 
}er are now being made which may hew 
| close to the line of choice. 

There is one feature that makes it diffi- 
cult to forecast the Taft Cabinet. Sev- 
{eral members will remain for a few 
|months after the inauguration and will 
then make way for men who must be 
recognized for their services in the cam- 
paign. At the present moment, however, 
the Cabinet alignment appears to be about 
as follows: 


Secretary of State—Elihu Root of New York 
or Whitelaw Reid of New York. 
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Department of Justice. Almost as promi- 
nently mentioned is Frank B. Kellogg of 
Minnesota, whose work in the prosecution 
of law-breaking corporations has earned 
him the title of “trust buster” for the 
Administration.

It was generaliy understood when Mr.

| Mediaeval Subjects by Pyle Shown at 
“the Macbeth Gallery. 


At the Macbeth Gallery, 450 Firth Av 
nue, are some twenty-five or thirty paini- 
ings and drawings by Howard lyie, who 
exhibited last week at the Pratt Institute, 
Brooklyn. Mr. Pyle’s likiag for mediaeval 
subjects and his in illustrat- 
ing not only the text the spirit of 
a mediaeval story give his work of 
lthis kind an especial effectiveness. In 
“A Lord of the Marth” the haughty 
aspect of the horseman is shared by his 
beast, and very cleverly contrasted with 
the curious and slightly aggressive inter- 
est in the faces of the two wayfarers 
crouching at the side of the road. 

In “ Yellow and Black,” the’ drawing of 
the figure and of the largely molded feu- 
tures manages to suggest the large and 
rich type which we associate with the 
days of the Round Table; the yellow 
background: seems, however, ‘too violent 
in hue to be spread over so much space; 
it has a tendency to absorb the figure. 
In most cases where Mr. Pyle places a 
dark figure against a light background 
he is especially successful. ‘‘ The Sack 
of Carthagena,” in which the dark bodies 
of the men stand boldly out-against the 
clear sky, is one of his best subjects.

BERLIN, Nov. 8.—Last week will live 
long in the memory of the Stock Ex- 
change as one of the most erratic on 
record.

NO ELECTRIC POWER REBATES 
Service Board Order Abolishes All 


Special Privileges in This City. 


There will be no rebating in the electric 
light and power business in this city, and 
the public will have access to all the 
rates charged by the electrical companies 
if the orders contemplated by the Public 
Service Commission finally go through. 
Hearings on two orders are to be held 
next Friday. One forbids the granting of 
special privileges or undue preferences to 
any consumer by means of a special] rate, 
rebate, or other device, and the other 
calls for the publication of all rates made 


by electrical corporations thirty days in 
advance of the date on which they are 
to f° into effect. 

There are nine electrical corporations In 
the city, including those which furnish 
light and power, and the orders, if final- 
ly adopted, will apply to all of them. 

Up to the present time electrical cor- 
porations have not been compelled to 
file their schedules of rates with the com- 
mission, although railroad and_ street 
railroad corporations do so. The pro-

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PAPER MILL STRIKE BROKEN. 


Trust Official Announces That Com- 
pany WII! Be Soon Running Full Time. 


It was stated positively yesterday by 
Second Vice President Thomas T. Waller 
that the International Paper Company 
had practically succeeded in breaking the 
strike of its paper mill operatives and 
would once more be manufacturing its 
full capacity of paper within a week. 

According to Mr. Waller,’ the eighteen 
Eastern paper mills of the company dur- 
ing the past week have been producing 
70 per cent. of their full capacity and 
have had about 75 per cent. of their usual 
force of men on the payrolls. Before 
Aug. 8 last, he said, the company was 
manufacturing 1,400 tons of paper a day, 
employed a force of 8,000 men, and had 
contracts with the three unions of Its 
firemen, pulp workers, and paper ma- 
chine operators, which assured the com- 
pany and the general paper-using publio 
that this normal daily output of paper 
would be kept up. 

“In view of the business depression,” 
continued Mr. Waller, ‘‘ the company sug~ 
gested to the three unions a reduction of 
wages. Only a suggestion was made, but, 
while the firemen and pulp workers saw 
the reasonableness of the proposal, the 
paper-machine operatives, without debate 
or arbitration with us, went out. On 
Sept. 24 the officers of the striking paper- 
machine operatives agreed to call off the 
strike, but the men would not obey them. 
Within the last week, however, they have 
been coming back individually. We have 
also obtained new men from other parts 


of the country. We consider that the 
backbone of the strike is broken, and that 
we will be producing our full output of 
paper within a week.”

TWO PRISONERS PAROLED 


Post Office Inspector Reports That the 
“ Fabulously Rich” Mexican Mines 
Are “ Holes In the Ground.” 


Another Mexican mining scheme, which 
the postal authorities assert was to have 
been even more ambitious than the one 
which led to the raid Saturday on the 
offices of George W. Emanuel & Co., at 


576 Fifth Avenue and the arrest of Louis 
A. Prince and J. Walter Labaree on a 
charge of operating a $500,000 swindle, 


was to have been launched within a few 
days, postal Inspectors say. Frank M. 
Hamilton, one of the postal Inspectors, 
was sent to Mexico to investigate the 
mines which the Emanuel Company rep- 


resented to be worth fabulous sums, He 


was also to investigate the financial con- 


nections which the concern asserted in 
their circulars and prospectuses that they 
had in Mexico. 

It was learned yesterday that the name, 
“Dos Estrellas Mines,’’ which had been 


| used by Emanuel & Co., was to have been 


| abandoned, temporarily, at least, and that 
the promoters were to have begun to float 
| hundreds of thousands of dollars’ worth 
of stock in “* La Conquistador Mines.’’ 

A telegram from Inspector Hamilton in- 
timates that important disclosures will 
be made when he comes back to New 
York in a week or two. He is expected 


to bring back with him Max Samuels, 
one of the Samuels brothers, who, ac- 
cording to the postal authorities, are 


{dentified with Prince and the other men 
behind the scheme. 

Much light was shed on the operations 
of the get-rich-quick scheme yesterday

was discovered five weeks ago. Late in| 
the Summer Jones, who is 33 years old 
and married, purchased the Globe Hotel 
at Red Bank. On Oct. 1 he sent in his 
resignation, saying that his new duties! 
as hotel keeper monopolized too much of | 


his time té allow him to retain his con- 
nection with the bank. He was succeed- 


ed as cashier by George M. Davidson. 
Soon after Mr. Davidson obtained pos- | 
session of the books turned over to him 
he discovered that something was wrong 
with the accounts. He reported his find- 
| ings to the Directors. <A meeting was 


called at once, the books were further 


examined, and the Directors verified the 
shortage. President George M. Sandt at 
once called upon Jones to make good. In 
a few days the $16,000 was returned. 
The bank officials say that Jones’s
